Why does heat feel worse when it’s humid out? 
When you get hot, you begin to sweat. Perspiration is your 
body’s cooling system. The perspiration evaporates into 
the air, and the heat goes along with it. So you end up 
feeling cooler. On a humid day, however, the air is already 
full of moisture and can’t absorb any more. So rather than 
evaporating, the sweat stays on your skin, and you stew
